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RESTRICTION 

1. The restriction dated on 07-27-04 is made final. Claims 1, 5, 7, 11-15 are 
examined, claims 2-4, 6, 8-10 and 16 have been withdrawn from further consideration. 

CLAIMS 

112 Second Paragraph Rejection 

2. Claim 1 1 recites the limitation "the battery-connecting seat" in lines 1-2. There is 
insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

Art Rejection 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

4. Claims 1, 5, 7, 1 1-15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Skowronski (US 2004/0129522). 

Regarding claim 1 , Skowronski shows: 
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A cable-receiving structure (10) including an outer case (20), a cable-winding plate (22), 
a communication cable (56), a spiral spring (page 2, paragraph 0030), a first connector 
(86), and an earphone (page 4, paragraph 0050); i 

A power recharge unit (page 4, paragraph 0049), a second connector (i.e. 84), and a 
transmission cable (26). 

Regarding claims 5, 7, 11-15, Skowronski shows: 

A battery case including a liftable cover member (146) and conductive elements (see 
40); 

A 4-wires cable (60, 60, 64, 68, see also 56, 93); 
A battery-connecting seat (see 43 or 148); 

The power recharge unit (page 4, paragraph 0049) connected to the first 

communication cable (56) and the second connector and cable (84, 26); 

The power recharge unit (page 4, paragraph 0049) is mounted within or out of the outer 

case (20, 24); and 

The cover (walls of 24).
